Baldwin Estate Reported As 
Willing to Give 100-ft 
Right of Way 


At the regular meeting night 
' of the local volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment last Friday evening, the 20 
members voted unanimously to 
take over the development of a 
baseball diamond in the tract 
, owned by the city on East Grand 
View, and a committee will be 
appointed by Chief W’. D. Rich¬ 
ards to formuiate plans for the 
project, Mr. Richards states that 
I it is the intention of the depart¬ 
ment members to confer with the 
city planning commission and se¬ 
cure the cooperation of this offi- 
' clal b(idy in working out the 
plan, A site will be selected, and 
after the preliminary work is ac¬ 
complished the men will attack 
■ the job w'ith characteristic zeal. 

I This action on the part of the 
i department comes rather unex- 
I pectedly, coining as it does right 
\ on the heels of the building of a 
line emergency truck, a piece of 
work that shows a cash outlay 
; of only a few hundred dollars, 
but a iiotential value of several 
thousand. It represents much 
; hard work on the part of the de¬ 
partment mernber.s, and as a 
.single achievement would have 
bulked large in service to the 
city. However, the club has 
established a reputation for “put¬ 
ting across" more projects than 
any other organization in the 
city, and their latest task ^'Wili 
be done not only with tho-‘ough- 
ness and efficiency, bu^ * spirit 

When actual work on the pro- 
!ject Is started it is thought that 

great deal of a.ssistance will be 
; foiUhcoming from Interested indi- 
viilf'al'^. especially the younger 
and boys who will make use 
of the diamond when it is finally 
cmiJpleted. 

.Vilmbers of the department 
have already been over the 
ground and are fully aware of 
the fact that their task is a real 
one. At what appears the logical 
site, a fill of about 15 feet vill 
be required in one corner in or¬ 
der to level the field. A top 
dressing of good .soil will be ne- 
ces.sary if a first cla.ss diamond is 
to be developed. 

The magnitude of the job will 
not damper the ardor of the fire¬ 
men. however, and it may be con¬ 
fidently predicted that a fine dia¬ 
mond will be completed by next 
year to serve as a nucleus to a 
splendid public park system. 

Cliief Richards states that the 
department can .still use all the 
old newspapers available.
